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NEW SLICE OF EMPIRE. . 


Siam Cedine '- + Area of Territory 
to Great Britain, 


A. large slice of territor 
added to the British Empire without 
a shot being fired. Negotiations are 
now pending between Great Britain 
and Siam which have, says Reuter, 
been in progress at Bangkok for some 
time. 
cession of territory referred to will 
take effect. The negotiations referred 
to were initiated by Siam, which de- 
sired a modification of British extra- 
territorial rights. In return, Siam is 
prepared to cede the two outlying 
Btates of elantan and Tringano, 
which are*hdjacent to the British 
Malay States, and in which there are 
important British interests. The States 
of Kelantan. and Tringano are twe 
tributory provinces of Siam, the for- 
mer being administered by a Siamese 
Commissioner, assisted by an English 
adviser appointed by the Bangkok 
Government. It is natural that both 
these provinces should be under Bri- 
tish control,-as they are contiguous 
to the British Malay States, and are 
determined as within the’ British 
sphere of influence by the Franco- 
Siamese Treaty of 1906. The two 
states referred to cover an ‘area of 
between 8,000 and 9,000 square miles. 
As regards Kelfintan, there are valu- 
able British interests. The Duff De- 
velopment Company owns a conces- 
sion of some 2,500 square miles of the 
country, obtained from the Rajah of 
Kelantan, supported by the British 
Government and ratified in 1902 by 
the Siamese Government, in which 
year the Rajah of Kelantan acknow- 
ledged Siamese suzerainty. .Subse- 
quent to. this, however, differences 
arose between the Government and 
the Company regarding the exercise 
by the latter of legislative and ad- 
ministrative rights (which, were the 
subject of negptiation through the 
British Foreign Office until quite re- 
cently.) The country itself is little 
known, but is believed to be as well 
endowed by nature as the prosperous 
Malay Federated States. It is be- 
lieved to be tich in gold and tin, And 
rubber growing has met with success. 
The Rajah of -Kelantan, it is stated, 
would welcome British control. The 
State of Tringano is practically un- 
trodden ground for the European. 
There are no roads, and the -princi- 
pal river, the Tringano, is rendered 
useless for navigation half-way on its 
course to the sea by a series of large 
waterfalla The country to the west 
of these falls is,practically uninhabit- 
ed. Tin is, however, known to exist 
in the south. The political status of 
the country is to some extent inde- 
It is held by some that the 
Rajah of Tringano is an independent 
ruler,’ but the, Siamese Government 
claims that Article 12 of the Anglo- 
Siamese suzerainty of 1826 implies 
Siamese suzerainty over the country. 
The extra-territorial rights of Great 
Britain in Siam which form the basis 
of the negotiatibns are those of con- 
sular jurisdiction conferred upon 
Great Britain by the treaty of 1856. 
These are, and always have been, a 
source of vexation and annoyance to 
the Siamese Government.

“Luxemburg arrested; am taking ne- 
cessary steps.” 

Later x letter was received from the 
agent stating that’ Mr. Luxemburg 
was suddenly dragged out of bed at 
his hotel ahd clapped straightway in 
prison, without any explanation be- 
yond “Orders from St. Petersburg.” 

The agent wrote that) he had been 
unable to ascertain. why the arrest 
had taken place; that no charge had 
at present’ een made; that he had 
not been allowed to communicate 
|with Mr. Luxemburg, and that Mr. 
Luxemburg had not been allowed to 
|communicate with him. 

According to one correspondent Mr. 
Luxemburg was awakened at two in 
the morning. When he opened the 
door of his room avn officer and five 
constables presented revolvers at him. 
rison, and

"Tt has: ‘Boorrtigeedtte it Févolu- 
tionary pamphlets — were found 
amongst Mr. Luxemburg’s baggage, 
but. it is asserted by those who should 
know that Mr. Luxemburg kept him- 
self aloof frotn politics. The package 
which Mr. Luxemburg took with him 
contained sample boots and shoes. 

Mrs Luxemburg has made personal 
representations to the Foreign Office, 
which has promised to make inquiries 
at once. 

The British Government has taken 
energetic action. At the instance of 
the Foreign Office the British Ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg has presented 
a note to the Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter, calling attention to the arrest, 
and requesting that if there is any 
charge against Mr. Luxemburg his 
trial might be expedited, and, if not, 
that he shouljd be released. 

The matter, we understahd, will be 
further pressed, and, if, as seems to 
be the case. a serious blunder has 
been made by the Odessa police, the 
British Government will consider the 
question of making a claim for com- 
pensation. an ; 

In addition to the répresentations 
which have been made at St. Peters- 
burg, the British consul-general at 
Odessa has been instructed to inquire 
fully into the circumstances of Mr. 
Luxemburg’s arrest, and to report as 
soon as possible. 


PUSSY IN THE WALL. 


Cat Alive After Being Bricked up for 
a Month. 


From ‘Surfderland comes’ a .remark- 
able story concerning a cat which had 
been accidentally imprisoned in a wall 
during alterations. Some weeks ago, 
Mr, John Stephenson ‘missed from his 
home in Chatsworth street, a Persian 
cat, and as the animal did not put 
in an appearance after the lapse of 
some days, it was concluded that it 
had been stolen.

Rabbits Eat Up the Farms. 


Some idea of the expenditure and 
efforts made by the farmers in Queens- 
land to mitigate the rabbit pest may 
be gathered from the fact that in the 
colony 16,152 miles of close netted 
fencing have been erected, the main- 
tenance of which involves an outlay 
of $700,000 per annum, including the 
interest on the capital expended for 
Gnaina. which represents approxi- 
mately $4,000,000. 

To keep this mileage in repair alone 
costs $400,000 per annum. Despite 
these precautions but little headway 
can be made against the multiplica- 
tion and ravages of the pest. 

This condition of affairs is stated to 
be mainly the fault of the Govern- 
ment, which takes no steps to arrest 
the fecundity of the animals upom the 
vacant state land.

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ICE FARMS OF BENGAL 


How They Get Natural Ice With- 
out Frost In India. 


A SYSTEM IN USE FOR AGES. 


Shallow Porous Earthen Dishes In 
Which Water, by the Process of 
Rapid Evaporation and Heat Insula- 
tion, Is Congealed During the N 


~> In hot India, Where -eyery day in the 


year the resident gets all the heat he 
wants, there are four or five rym ts 
of the year—November to March— 
when the nights, although never reach- 
ing even to frostiness, can be made to 
produce many tons of ice in the open. 
The tields in which the ice is made 
are low. flat and open, and the ice is 
produced in large lots when the tem- 
perature of the alr is 15 degrees. or 
20 degrees F. above the concealing 
point, writes L. Lodian in the Scientific 
American. The method practiced is an 
instructive example of keen observa- 
tion adapted to material purposes by a 
nation which is togay ignorant of the 
science of the thing—that is, they could 
not explain if questioned what actually 
causes the forming of the ice nd 
a few vague phrases, like “the Mig 


Yet this same ice forming process has 
been utilized in India since the ages. 


that are “lost in the night of time.” and _

The ice plot is a rectangular piece 


of ground, say, 180 fect long by 30 


broad, running in an easterly and -west- 
The soil is removed to 


a depth of a conple of fect. This ex- 


cavation when made is smoothed and 
then allowed to remain exposed to the 


torrid rays of the sun to dry; then rice 
straw in small sheaves is lajd in an 


oblique direction in the hollow, with 


loose straw on the top to the depth of 

a foot and a-half, leaving its surface 

half a foot below that of the ground. 
Numerous beds of this kind are form- 


ed—the ensemble constituting the ice 


farms—with narrow. sidewalks between 


them, in which here and there large 
covered earthen water jars are sunk 


in the ground for the convenience of 


having water wear by to fill the shallow, 
earthen vessels in which it is to be 


frozen. ‘These dishes are nine inches 
in diameter at the top, diminishing to- 
five inches at the bottom, one and one- 
half inches deep and one-quarter incl» 


thick, and are so porous'as to soon be- 
come moist throughout when water is 


placed in them. 

When evening comes the shallow 
earthenware pans are placed in rows 
upon tbe litter, and by weans of little 
burned tilt pots secured to the ends of 
lengthy bambusa chnes each pan is 
half filled with water. The quantity 
nevertheless varies ..ccording to the 
expectation of ice. The natives can 
forecast that by the aspect of the heav- 
ens nud the evenness with which the 
air currents come from the northwest. 

There are about. 5,000 ‘plates in each: 
of the beds, and the ice yield will av- 
erage a quarter pound from each dish. 

In the coo) season when the tempera- 
ture of the air at the ice fields is un- 
der 50 degrees F. and there sre gentle 
breezes from the north and west direc- 
tions ice appears in a nightin all of the 
shallow pans, Native watchers are on 
the lookout to note when a thin film 
appears on the water in the pans, when 
the contents of several are mixed to- 
gether and sprinkled over the other 
dishes, This method augments the 
freezing action.

In addition to the evaporative 
effect we also have the influence of 
heat insulation to fall back upon im

The thick layer of dry straw in the 
ice beds forms a large surface which: 
is a poor conductor of heut. The heat 
can penetrate but a little way into it 
during the day. So soon “as the sun 
sets sets this large and powerfully ra- 
diating surface is brought into actiop 
and affects the water iy the thin, po- 
rous pans, themselves strong radiators,

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THE CROPS 


What parliament is doing in Ottawa 
these days is of less real importance 
than what the farmer is doing in the 
fields. The proper preparation of the 
voters’ lists is a matter of public con- 
cern—is a subject with food for much 
thought, no doubt, but should .take 
second place in our consideration to 
the sowing of the seed, which is infi- 
nitely more interesting and more im- 
portant to the average man. at» this 
particular date. After a poor year for 
1908, on account of a late spring and a 
consequent late harvest, resulting in 
the partial destruction by frost, we 
cannot but rejoice that. the west, at 
least, will have little cOmplaint of the 
seed-time of 1908 and if the harvest 
impliments the promise of spring, Gan- 
ada will experience the beneficent in- 
fluence of another bumper crop five or 
six months hence. 

Perfect -weather conditions for 
spring work characterized this part of 


Coleman Miner | where they were handed their time, 


Alberta for six weeks past; practically 
all the grain has been sown and is re- 
ported to be in splendid condition six 
weeks ahead of last year, and if oats 
and barley have not been sown in large 
quantities it is because it was consid- 
ered unadvisable to sow these crops so 
early. A much larger area is under 
crop this year than in 1907. Frequent 
showers during the past few weeks 
have been welcomed by the farmers, 
and if followed up with seasonable 
weather during June, it will ensure a 
rapid growth for which the prairie 
provinces are famed. 


ARGUMENT BY ILLUSTRATION 


Regarding the agitation for the ab- 
rogation of capital punishment, the 
Montreal Star puts a suppositious case 
as follows: 

‘Let us imagine a case in which this 
would work out the other way. Let us 
suppose that a skilled burglar witha 
bad record were in your house. You 
had him penned in so that he could 
not escape—unless /he killed you. Now 
he would get a long term in prison if 
arrested simply for burglary, because 
of his bad record. If he killed you, he 
would get no more, if capital punish- 
ment had been abolished. But if he 
killed you he would likely escape; 
while if he did not kill you he would 
be caught. What do you think he 
would do? He had muc.h to gain and 
nothing to losé by killing you; and 
much to lose and nothii1g to gain by 
letting you live and catch him. But 
if punishment still await ecl the mur- 
derer, the whole situatior would be 
changed. If you caught him, he would 
only go tw prison; but if he killed you 
and were subsequently caugiit, he 
would be hanged, 

‘‘As you approached the rooin in 
which he was concealed, which’ law 
would you rather have in force—ca,i- 
tal punishment or a humane term i 
prison? Which possible sentence do 
you think most likely to “deter” him?” 


NOW FOR WATER 

Drilling outfit arrived in PincherCity 
on Monday and boring operations will 
commence as soon as the men arrive 
from High River. Mr. Fowler who is 
in charge of the outfit has had a va:it 
amount of experience in this line anc 
has yet to fail to procure water. It is 
the intention of the towfisite company 
to have the first well bored in the side 
of the hill north of this place, where 
experts claim there is an ample supply 
of water to accommodate the City for 
a long time. 

If water is procured at this point it 


will be an easy matter to have the res- | 


ervoir situated at a sufficient elevation 
above the place so that gravitation 
will give a splendid pressure sufficient 
to throw water about 80 feet, which 


will afford ample protection for the 
elevators and Alexander hotel which 
is four storeys high, as well as the 
other buildings. 


MINERS’ STRIKE AT MICHEL 

After a temporary settlement of 
the difficulties between the Crow’s 
Nest Pass Coal Co, and its employees 
in the Michel collieries the men have 
again refused to go to work upon the 
strength of letters addvesscd to Presi- 
dent James Douglas of the Michel un- 
ien and associates while at Fernie 
Thursday of last week by general 
manager Hurd of the coal company, 
stating in part: ‘*When the mines re- 
sume work I am ready to take the 
question up as before stated, at any 
hour or place which may be agreeable 
to you and your district of officials.” 
No mention is made that only part of 
the gang would be employed. The 
local union .men decided to go to work 
believing that the trouble would be 
settled. When the men reported for 
work Saturday morning twelve men, 
including Messrs, Douvglas, White- 
house, Carter and Davis, the men who 
were tried last week for breach of the 
all leading: men of the 
union, were vefused work and asked to 


report at the superintendent’s office 


No definite explanations were made 
the men, biit it is generally believed 
that these men were refused work as a 
punishmeré to the union, At a meet- 
ing of the union it was decided that 
inasmuch as the company had broken 
their own agreements, that they would 
settle if the men would resume work, 
no mention being made that these men 
would be laid off, that the . miners 
would not return to work until the 
twelve men had been fe-instated. The 
entire union, who are eight hundred 
strong, presented themselves at the 
close of the meeting before Superin- 
tendent Derbyshire informing him 
that they would not work until he had 
reinstated the men, The men are de- 
termined and have decided to fight to 
the last. Eyerything is quiet and no 
rowdyism is apparent as has been 
stated in despatches from the outsidé.

;Good Hope, of gunnery. The shoot- 
ing was in connection with the annual 
| gunlayers’ tests, which’ constitute the 
| naval Bisley, and P. O. Roberts has 
| the satisfaction of carrying off the 
blue riband. of the ‘conipetitions for 
| light quick‘firers:' The tests were car- 
| ried out on board the Good’ Hope, 
flagship of the First Cruisér Squadron, 
off the Long Sands, near the Nore. 
P. .O. Roberts’ weapon was the 12 
|} pounder, and tlre. conditions were 
against all good firing. The weather 
| was most unsuitable for good prac- 
| tice, and the light was very bad. The 
| Good Hope at the time of the test was 
| steaming at twelve knots, at a range 
of 1,050 yards. The target was of 
) canvas, 6 feet by & feet. Thirteen 
shots were fired in 55 seconds, and a 
hit was scored with every shot. The 
position of the hits, tod\ was excel 
lent, and in every. way the record is 
remarkable. A number of photo- 
graphs of the target were taken, and 
P. O. Roberts was congratulated by 
the officers of his ship. 


In all twelve men took part in the. 


12-pounder competition. 

In the three-pounder competition 
W. Andrews, A.B., scored 13 hits with 
14 rounds. It is probable that 13 hits 
in 13 rounds with the 12-pounder and 
13 hits in 14 rounds with the three 
pounder are records. In any case, 
with a ship steaming at 12 knots 13 
hits in 55 seconds is splendid shoot- 
ing, and the general average will 
place the Good Hope high up on the 
list. 

A comparisdbn with last year’s re- 
sults shows that both in individual 
firing and as regards totals there has 
been a marked advance. With the 
12-pounders in the previous year the 
best shot in the fleet made 10 hits, 
and the best shot in the Good Hope 
8 hits, as against the 13 hits so red 
by P. O. Roberts in the recent com- 
petition.

For I believe in rice as a nutri- 
tive, and, when properly cooked, a 
palatable vegetable. 

I know, too, that it is underval- 
ued by four-fifths!of our native 
housewives, despised by Lrish tooks 
and barely tolerated by Germans. 

Even the English, who are con- 
versdnt with the importa..t part ‘the 
cereal plays in their eastern posses- 
sions, make little account of it in 
their domestic bills of fare. 

We, who are cosmopolitan in so 
many of our customs, ought surely 
to rise superior to prejudices based 
mainly upon the flagrant abuse, of 
that which is the staple food of 
peoples as civilized as ourselves. 

Quoting from an article which 
deals with the subject more exhaust- 
ively than I have opportunity to do 
here and now: 

“Rice,” says an @minent authority 
upon dietetics, “is more largely 
gxrown and consumed as human food 
than any other cereal. 

“It is said to be the main’ food of 
one-third of the human race. 

“Alone, however, it is not a per- 
fect food, being deficient in al- 
buminoids and in mineral matters.” 

Yet we find that it contains sev- 
en-and-a-fifth parts of these same 
important albuminoids, while pota- 
toes have but one-and-a-half parts! 

Going on with our treatise, we 
read: 

“The greatest amount of exter- 
nal work which one pouml of. rice, 
when digested and oxidized in the 
human body, would enable a man 
to perform is 466 tons, raised one 
foot high.

kinds of pulse, as peas or beans. 

“All of which dicta‘ point to our 
gentle cereal as a vegetable accom- 
paniment of meat and gravies rath- 
er than to the final course which the 
English name ‘sweets,’ aad the 
Americans call ‘desserts.’ 

“Rice, when properly cooked, 
digested without difficulty by the 
stomach, and holds healing in its 
soft starches’ and mild #lbuminoids, 
poulticing’ pain’ and coating sure 
surfaces. 

“The adjeetive ‘gentle’ is used 
with'a purpose in this connection,” 

This, and more tending to the 
same conclusion, was written ten 
years ago. 


BETTER THAN POTATOES 


What I said then, I put upon rec 
ord now. Rice appears more ,fre- 
quently upon my own \table than 
potatoes are allowédto do. It is 
more nourishing and far more easily 
digested than the potato, more deli- 
cate in flaver and.susceptible of 
more and agreeable variations” in 
cookery.

How to Boil Rice. 


Wash a cupful of rice in three 
waters. Drain, and drop it through 
the fingers, as you would oatmeal for 
porridge, into a saucepan contafning 
two generous quarts of water at a 
hard boil. 

Add two teaspoonfuls of salt and 
keep the contents of the saucepan at 
a galloping boil for twenty minutes. 
The saucepan should remain uncover- 
ed, and tle rice must not be stirred 
once during the time of cooking. Take 
out a few grains with a fork at’ the 


water,
